—A Bible Students 


London 4 
Gonvention has been in progress here 
several days in the London Taber- 
macle, Lancaster Gate, W. Pastor Rus- 
tell delivered two addresses to-day. We 


report one of them, from the text 
ow are they holy.’’—1 Corinthians 
7:14. 

The Pastor declared that his text. 
which differentiated between holy and 
mot holy infants, was probably the 
basis for much of the confusion which 
has prevailed in all denominations on 
the subject of infant salvation and in- 
fant damnation, Before discussing his 
text, he wished to call the attention 
of his hearers to the fact that about 
two months ago the Prebyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly in the United States 
had taken a very advanced theological 
step on this subject. According to 
teloyraphic despatches, it has altered 
the Presbyterian Confession of Faith 
@ as to save the non-elect infants aa 
well as the elect ones, 

The thought that God had arrranged 
ea Plan by which some infants would 
go to Heaven at death, and other in- 
fants would go to eternal torture, has 
for centuries greatly troubled the 
minds of all Christian people—Catho- 
lic and Protestant. Some said that 
the elect infants would be saved and 
he non-elect infants would be tortur- 
ed.

They might reason that if 
ell infants dying in infancy are saved, 
ft might be the safest thing that par- 
ents could do for their children to in- 
sure their eternal salvation by kill- 
ing them in infancy, Then baby incu- 
bators and various devices—medicines, 


loods, ete.—intended for the preser- 
ation of infants’ lives might come to 
be considered detrimental to the 
eternal interests of the children! 
But how foolish all such theories 
eeem! How beautiful by contrast is 


the simple teaching of the Bible, that 
the salvation for all—old and young 
of heathen lands as well as of C 
tion lands is through the resurrection 
ower of Messiah's Kingdom—through 
ts enlightening and uplifting, or res- 
urrecting influences! Why should we 
longer trouble with the errors of the 
Dark Ages when God’s Message, the 
Bible, is now opening up for His 
people, shining as an electric lamp, in 
contrast with the tallow-candle dark- 
ness of the creeds?

To walk abreast when 
on n crowded street often gives incon 
venience to passersby. Therefore it is 
incorrect, os the perfectly bred and 
innately polite person makes itin im- 
perative rule never to inconvenience 
The man who steps aside 
for a conductor or any official that is 
pursuing his duty is the well bred inan, 
He does not stop to think of his own 
social position, but follows the proper 
instincts of propriety and politeness 
by not hindering the person who is 
about his business. 

A lady bows first to a man, thereby 


| showing him that she chooses to recog: 


nize him. If by any chance she fails 
to do this a man may quickly see that 
it is not intentional, and he should not 
take offense. In meeting it is consid- 
ered better form to turn and walk, Ie 
but a few steps, with a friend in the 
direction he or she is going rather than 
to stand where the sidewalk may be 
obstructed. In fact, it requires all the 
smaller, apparently insignificant thingy 
to make life in a crowded place worth 
while at all.

Their Development of Great Interest 
to all Parts of ‘‘ahads 

The development of Canada’ inland 
Waterways should be proceeded with. 
A pamphlet lately issued 4y the Great 
Waterways Union deals with the 
proLiem tn a comprehensive and con- 
vincing manner, Transportation, we 
are remindcd, {s the most important 
material and economic question before 
the people to-day. 
water on a firstclass chip:.ny is not 
only cheaper than by rail but often 
much quicker, According to the 
United States Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the average cost of mov- 
ing freight by rail in a recent year 
was 7.48 mills per ton per mile. For 
the same year the cos. of moving 
freight by the Sault Ste. Marie Canal 
route was .8+ of one mill pe. ton per 
mill, or one-ninth of the average rail 
rate. The average cost of handling 
freight by the various water ways of 
the United States {s one-sixth of what 
{t Is by the railways. All muney spent 
on the improvement of Aterican 
waterways has returned {> the people 
of the Uvited States dividends of 10) 
to 200 per cent. annually in reduced 
freight rates 

From Lake Superior Westward 

In European countries where the 
people own and operata the railways, 
the most is made of natural water 
transportation for the benefit of trade 
and the general pub‘ic. In countries, 
however, where railways are operated 
chiefly by private corporatior.s, natural 
advantages are more likely to be 
veglected. ‘Ibe result of thir neglect 
in Canada is to be seen not only in 
the inadequate development of waiter 
ecnnection from Montreal te the Up: 
per Lakes. It is quite as noticeable 
in the failures to provide water trans 
portation frota Lake Superior to the 


Western [Prvinces via the Lake of- 
the-Woods, Lake Winnipe, the Suis 
katchewan and other rivers, Were 


this route dexecloped, not «nity would 
it provide for an enormously ‘ncrersed 
volume of traffic, especially of grain 
and coal, but it would result in 4 
great lowering of the freight charges 
by the railways.

As to the feasibility of water trans 
portation . cross the Canadian prairies 
Sir Robert W. Perks, cf London, Eng 
land, writes: “Whenever I have becn 
out West 1 have been struck with the 
fact that no organized and effectiva 
effort has htherto be:n made to us:
